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The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless -- 

Claims 1-5, 8, 10 and 13 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Clark, 

Yamadaor Tojo. 

Note Toja (figs. 1 1-14), Clark (figs. 3-7) and Yamada (figs. IB and 5) teach at least two 

liner drive elements inside a ring and an exterior axel.

Claims U and 15 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Clark, 

Yamada or Tojo. 

Each of the references teaches the claimed structure using only one drive ring. However, 
1, has long been held that the duplication of parts is within the skill expected of the routineer. 
Thus to add additiona! drive element to e.g. increase drive power, would have been obvious to 

one of ordinary skill in the art. 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 
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The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any 
^skilled in fhe art to which it pertains, or with which it is most 
make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of 
carrying out his invention. 

Claims^and 14 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as containing subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession 
of the claimed invention. There is no written description or illustration of a device with interior 
transducers being prestressed or driving at a tangent. 

Claim 12 objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any 
intervening claims.
